When 
n run of noffnoti come along the doors of 
the dyke would be opened ami the fish 
let through, and after they had been In 
one section of the river for a time nn 
other dyke would lx- apMMd «»d the fi*h 
would trnvi-l further up. In that Way 
a fresh supply of fish was kept in each 
section of the river. He did not b#U#v# 
that the weir* .could harm the trout fish¬ 
ing. It was true that in the old days 
very big trout had been caught, and such 
fish had vanished. Nowadays all the 
trout in tho river were sea trout, am| 
his opinion was that all tho river trout 
had been fished out. The weirs would 
affect the ascending salmon to some ex¬ 
tent He kn- wr that thi*-n tii ally any 
ob s t r u ction-Hi a river wa# wtTpposed to 
have nn injurious effect afCNI the fish¬ 
ing. He had no knowledge of any il¬ 
legal fishing on the Cowielinn. A whit*' 
man who fished the river with all sorts 
of bait, spoons, minnows, etc., did more 
harm than a dor.cn Indians. In his 
opinion, if the w'eira were left open on 
Katnrday and Sunday it would be 
ample precaution. He had never heard 
of the settlers being in fear of the In¬ 
dians. He had fished on the .Indian re¬ 
serve and had never been interfered 
with. There were a good many steel
